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A 
HALF TRUTH—"ft he with 
**■ the corporations or with the 
people?" used to be the slogan, 
to distinguish a progressive from 
a reactionary . It would not stand 
analy sis, even then, as Roosevelt 
constantly pointed out, but it did 
serve as an easy , practical test. 
The corporations 
had 
righ.ts as 
well as wrongs, and a true pro­ 
gressive 
would 
protect 
those 
rights, both because they were 
rights and because it was in the 
interest of the people to do so. 
But the Immediate task of the 
time was to eject the corporations 
from the wroiigs they had been 
doing, so 
few 
mistak es were 
, made in practice by apply ing the 
f slogan, even though it was inac­ 
curate and Incomplete in prin­ 
ciple. 
Now comes the time when the 
real danger is in the indiscrimi­ 
nate application 
of 
that half- 
truth. 
Thera is a tendency still 
to jump at the conclusion that the 
"progressive" side 
is 
whatever 
side will injure 
big 
business. 
Sometimes it is; but quite as of- 
'Aen it is not. * And he who would 
alway s tak e the anti-business side 
Is not a progressive, but a dema­ 
gogue. 
Progressivism was alway s fa­ 
vorable to the real rights of busi­ 
ness. 
Its policies from the be­ 
ginning were in the real Interest 
of business, though business men 
were slow in finding it out. 
Now 
questions come up, of railroad 
policy, of ship subsidy and of tax­ 
ation, In which the interests of 
business may be identical with 
those of the people. 
At least, 
there are earnest students of pub­ 
lic affairs who sincerely think so. 
But there are others who seek to 
monopolize 
the 
name “progres­ 
sive" for the destructive half of 
the progressive spirit. 
Actually , 
most of the destructive work has 
been done. 
The time has come for construc­ 
tive. 
It is sheer think ing with 
the memory to apply the old slo­ 
gan indiscriminately to new con­ 
ditions, as some of the La Fol- 
lette group of pseudo-progressives 
are Inclined to do. 
The spirit of progressivism, will 
survive, in any event. 
Whether 
the name remains useful will de­ 
pend on how much of the two- 
sldedness of Roosevelt remains at­ 
tached to it. • • • •

U. S. Ready to Invite Pow­ 
ers to Conference on 
Reparations 


HARDING LEADER 
IN NEGOTIATIONS 


Government Removes Veil 
of Secrecy from Plan, 
to Aid Europe 


(Co py rig ht, 1 9 2 2 . by United Press) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 .—The 
United States, as tbe ouuianding 
move in its plan to avert a collapse 
in tbe old world, is about to invite 
tbe Europeans powers to mak e1 a 
final attempt to settle tbe German 
reparations problem, it was learn­ 
ed from tbe most authoritative 
sources bere today. 
Tbe “plan” of tbe United States 
for intervention in tik e European 
situation, wbicb bas filled two con­ 
tinents with excitement and antici­ 
pation, partly because of tbe deep 
mystery surrounding it, can now be 
revealed by tbe United Press. 
It follows: ■ • 
1—-Believing that reparations Is 
the key to the 
present 
European 
crisis, the United States will par­ 
ticipate In a commission or some 
other form of official Inquiry to es­ 
tablish an exact figure for Germany 
to pay. 
It would bo a figure that 
would constitute just 
reparations 
for the war— an amount that would 
be up to Germany’s capacity to pay, 
but not beyond. 
Plan American Aid. 
2— If a settlement of the repara­ 
tions problem can be effected 
by 
an agreement among the European 
powers on such a figure, the United 
States can give 
assurances 
that 
American bankers stand ready to 
advance a loan, with the proper se­ 
curities,, sufficient to put Germany 
on her feet and start her towards 
amortization of the indemnity. 
Finally , the United States gov­ 
ernment is willing to adopt a more 
lenient policy on the question of 
collection of the allied war debt to 
this country ; that is, it is ready to 
consider the obligations of each of 
the debtor countries on their own 
merits, granting more leniency in 
the terms of collection 
to those 
countries less able to pay. 
Should this far-reaching program 
be work ed out, the United States 
may later suggest other important 
international moves such as a pact 
to preserve peace and to limit land 
armament. 
Delicate Proceeding. 
The reason for the my sterious 
silence that has been maintained 
by official Washington since it first 
became evident that the United 
States intended to Intervene in the 
European situation, is because of 
the delicate stage of the negotia­ 
tions incident to putting the plan 
into effect. 
This government by informal in­ 
quiries has been sounding out the 
European countries concerned to 
ascertain whether they would wel­ 
come such an offer of co-operation 
from America before extending a 
formal invitation. 
In conversations and exchanges 
passing back and forth almost hour­ 
ly between tbe United States and 
the governments of Europe, and 
President Harding, meeting todajr 
with his cabinet, developments may 
come at any time that will put the 
American plans into motion, or per­ 
haps caase them to be dropped in 
failare. 
Fear French Attitude. 
It Is admitted here that one of 
the greatest questions to success 
of the plan is the reception that 
will be given the 
suggestion by 
France 
It Is hoped France will co­ 
operate, for It is believed that this 
will be the only attem pt by this 
country to aid in a settlement of 
the European problem, and the 
French will be so informed. 
The United Press is informed em­ 
phatically by a high authority of 
the government that should France 
occupy the Ruhr or tak e some other

(United Press Leased W ire) 
LAUSANNE, Dec. 19 .—Foreign 
Minister Curzon of Greet Britain 
today announced that unless the 
Turk s accept the allied project fix 
freedom of the Dardanelles by to­ 
morrow, the Near East peace con­ 
ference will be terminated. 
This virtual ultimatum was com­ 
municated to tbe Turk ish delegatee, 
who are considering it. 
Corzon declared it was impos­

FOR THE SAKE OF HUMANITY 


There is no su ch thing as a q u ota in 
Christmas 
seals. The effort, it is tru e, may be to raise no less 
than a certain amou nt, in Santa Ana or in any other 
city in the United States, bu t in a cau se su ch as is 
represented by the Christmas seal there 
is no limit 
as to how mu ch ou ght to be raised . 
The Christmas seal represents the cru sad e of hu ­ 
manitarians of America to fight tu bercu losis in « v ery 
way that tu bercu losis can be fou ght. 
First of all, 
the aim is to ed u cate—to ed u cate those who hav e 
tu bercu losis that they may help themselv es toward 
a cu re and that they may not spread the d isease to 
others. 
Its pu rpose, too, is to aid in the care of tu ­ 


bercu losis patients. 
There is and can be no measu re of the tremend ou s 
amou nt of good that has been d one with the money 
that has been raised throu gh the sale of Christmas 
seals. A few figu res will mak e the v alu e of the work 
d u ring the past fifteen y ears better u nd erstood : 
In the beginning of the first seal sale there were 
only 100 hospitals and sanatoria for the treatment of 
tu bercu losis. Tod ay there are 7 00 with 63,000 bed s 
and 550 clinics in the United States. 
At the fjgt 
seal sale the d eath rate from tu bercu losis was 200 
people in ev ery 100,000 popu lation. 
Tod ay it has 
d ropped to 114 per 100,000. 
In California in 19 14, the first organized seal sale 
was carried on. The d eath rate was 18 9 persons per 
100,000 and tod ay it is 151 per 100,000. 
Ev ery 
town and cou nty in California has an organized pro­ 
gram for the control of tu bercu losis; the nu rses, open 
air schools, clinics, child ren s camps, prev entoria, 
nu trition work , occu pational therapy in the hospitals, 
help for patients, d ental clinics and all the ed u ca­ 
tional work that has carried California into the .ront 
rank s with its program, hav e come largely as the 
resu lt of Christmas seals. 
Santa Ana has alway s tak en a good ly share- of 
Christmas seals, and the city has reason to feel that 
it has had an integral part in this great work .

see it. 
Oak Park , Illinois, recently pu t u p 50 signs, 
each read ing .“Don’t k ill a child .’ 
It is a terrible thing for an au tomobile to ru n 
ov er a child . 
A d riv er who d oes it, if he has any 
sensitiv eness at all, will be hau nted for a long time 
by the horror of It. The way to av oid su ch an ex ­ 
perience, let u s repeat and emphasize, is to ru n so 
slowly past child ren that ev en if they d o some heed ­ 
less thing, the car can be stopped in time to av oid 
accid ent.

“ Political 
nationalism,” 
by 
which 
he 
means “ flag-flapping flapd ood le,” mu st giv e way 
to “cu ltu ral nationalism”— intelligent patriotism, 
withou t cheapness or arrogance. 
2. 
Along with this finer nationalism of the 
spirit there mu st be economic internationalism. 
3. 
Politics mu st be “rationalized ,” with the 
bu nk and catchword s eliminated and gov ern­ 
ment mad e scientific and bu sinesslik e. 
4. 
Au tocratic ind u stry mu st be mad e d emo­ 
cratic. 
5. 
Bu siness mu st be “liberalized ,” the only 
sou nd bu siness being sou nd socially . 
6. 
Ed u cation mu st be practical, mak ing the 
stu d ent “at home in the world .” 
7 . 
Religion mu st be as mu ch at home in the 
office as in the cathed ral. 
8 . 
The race mu st be well bred , but with­ 
ou t “the eu genics of the barny ard .” 
Here is a rather large contract, calling ind eed 
■ for a great lead er if the world is to be conv erted 
to it all at once. 
Bu t great transitions are seld om 
su d d en, and a su perman may not be essential. 
The world is gaining now, in all d irections, in spite 
of pessimistic statements that it is going to the d ev il. 
Society as a whole, not led by one man bu t u rged 
on gently by ten thou sand inconspicu ou s men and wo­ 
men of insight and faith, may be its own sav ior.

It will not hav e been 
forgotten that the Legislatu re of two y ears ago wrestled with the 
problem bu t took no action, in part becau se Congress had not 
award ed California any new representation, and in part becau se 
the “cou ntry " members of the Legislatu re are opposed to su rren­ 
d ering control to three big cou nties. 
The Bame q u estion will be to the fore again at Sacramento, 
whether or not Congress tak es action. 
When the Washington 
Solons d o mov e, California is lik ely to get two new Congressmen, 
might get three, and possibly might be giv en fou r, it all d epend ing 
on the u ltimate size of the Hou se ot Representativ es. 
Bu t it is not the Washington representation that is lik ely to tie 
the Sacramento law-mak ers into k nots. It is the situ ation here at 
home, and Otheman Stev ens, in the Ex aminer mak es his su pposi­ 
tiou s "Colonel” cay that "it will be the main scrap" at the capitol, 
and he fu rnishes the basis for the gu ess that it will be in ev id ence 
in the v ery organization and may help to d etermine the election of 
a speak er in the Assembly . 
This from Otheman Stev ens “Town 
Talk " in the Ex aminer: 
“Charlie Toll will be one of the close u ps to Gov ernor 
Friend Richard son,” said the Colonel y esterd ay . 
“Charlie was tho first Richard son man in the city , and 
if the Gov ernor-elect is as wise as he look s he will con­ 
su lt with the only bank er in town who wears Hu ghes 
whisk ers. 
“Had a talk with Charlie tod ay and he agrees that re- 
apporticnment will be the main scrap at the nex t session 
of the Legislatu re. 
“So of cou rse ho i3 strong for Frank Merriam for 
Speak er. 
“He think s Richard son shou ld hav e a Speak er who is 
with him and who will stand u p for the fu ll legislativ e 
q u ota for Los Angeles u nd er reapportionment.

Get that “fu ll Legislativ e q u ota for Los Angeles,” which also 
means the absolu te control of the Legislatu re in the hand s of 
the members from three cou nties, Los Angeles, San Francisco 
and Alamed a, and the rest of tbe familiar story , ad d ition, d iv ision, 
and to hell with the rest of the State. 
It 4s ju st thac conv iction that is influ encing a lot of the legis­ 
lators from the “cow cou nties” to lack enthu siasm ov er the speak ­ 
ership cand id acies of either Merriam of Los Angeles Cou nty or 
Rosenshine of San Francisco, and other parts of the State are 
u nd er obligations to “the Colonel” for his frank ness.

y ear will reach $125,000,000. 
New York city owns the water­ 
way and has Ju risd iction ov er 
it 
from the channel below Hamilton 
av enu e to its end at Baltic street. 
The bay and channel are u nd or 
the 
su perv ision 
of the United 
States army engineer for the New 
York d istrict. 
Gowanu s canal is a su ccessor to 
the 
old Gowanu s 
creek , 
which 
serv ed u ntil 1847 as a 
d rainage 
ou tlet for a large section of Brook ­ 
ly n. The old city ot Brook ly n was 
au thorized by the state legislatu re 
to lay ou t the canal in 1866 to a 
wid th of 100 feet, v ary ing in d epth 
from 
feet at low water to 16 
feet at high water. 
Wharv es and d ock s 
are main­ 
tained by tax ing property owner3 
along both sid es of the canal, mak ­ 
ing the entire water front abou t 
three and 
one-third 
miles. 
The 
tonnage consists mostly of bu ild ­ 
ing material, coal, petroleu m prod ­ 
u cts and tu rpentine.—New 
York 
Times.
